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Ivan Hammond, tonight's guest artist, is professor of tuba at 
Bowling Green State University in Bowling Green, Ohio. He holds 
both a bachelor's and master's degree from Indiana University, and 
his teachers have included William Bell and Arnold Jacobs. 


He performs each year at the Shenandoah Valley Music Festival, and 
has been tubist with the Quebec Symphony and the North Carolina 
Symphony. An active recitalist, many works for solo tuba have been 
composed for him. 


Stephen Chenette is Professor of Trumpet at the Faculty of Music, 
University of Toronto. He is a graduate of the Curtis Institute of 
Music and was formerly principal trumpet with the Minneapolis 
Symphony Orchestra, the Boston Pops and the Denver Symphony Orchestra. 


’ Susan Chenette is a graduate of the University of Wisconsin with 
a master’s degree from the University of Kentucky. She is at present 
on the piano faculty at Havergal College in Toronto. 


Tonight's concert has resulted: from the desire of three friends to 
play music together. However, it turned out that there was no music 
written for trumpet, tuba, and piano. So, Ivan Hammond commissioned 
the U.S. composer Arthur Frackenpohl, while Stephen Chenette, with 
the assistance of the Ontario Arts Council, commissioned the Toronto 
composer, Gary Kulesha to write works for this combination. It is 
hoped that other composers will be stimulated to write for trumpet 
and tuba. This recital has already been presented at Bowling Green 
State University, Queen's University, and Oakwood Collegiate in 
Toronto, and is scheduled for McMaster University in 1979.
